as much is required per acre. Alsike 
makes good hay, lait is not quite as 
deferable or productive as red clover 
and will give only one crop each sea­ 
son. 
'‘Mammoth red clover is larger, 
coarser and later than medium red and, 
like Alsike, makes no second crop. > 
Its use is seldom advisable except pos­ 
sibly on poor or sandy soils. 
Inocu­ 
lated 
northwestern 
grown 
alfalfa 
should b© substituted for part of the 
clover seeding on all well limed and 
well drained soils. 
“There seem* to be little choice be­ 
tween sowing early and medium late. 
The weather conditions following the 
seeding are generally the deciding1 
factors. If sown after the ground is 
dry enough to take a team on the 
field, an alfalfa disk drill wiP cover 
the seed, reduce the amount of seed I 
required one-third, and help insure a 
stand. 
Otherwise, harrowing lightly 
with a weeder or spike harrow will 
help cover the seed and wall not in- 
jura the grain. 
“Home farmers sow half the seed, J 
wlH a week or two and then sew j 
the remainder, putting the second J 
seeding out at right angles to the 
first. 
If the first seeding ie follow­ 
ed by unfavorable weather, the sec­ 
ond may give a stand. 
Sowing both { 
ways 
guards 
against 
strips 
and 
manned aroas. 
The Hotbed and Coldframe 
'The hotbed is merely a miniature 
gra^nhouae heated by a layer of fer­ 
menting 
material, 
as fresh horse 
manure, under the soil of the bed. 
Standard hotbed sash are 3x6 feet; 
therefore, hotbeds and coldframvs are 
usually made six feet wide (outside; 
dimensions). 
To provide space for 
th# fresh manure, a pit is usually 
axeevated eighteen inches to two feet I 
and six feat wide. The pit should be 
dug in the fall and filled with litter 
and covered for protection against 
hard freeaing. If the ground is poor- > 
ly drained, the pit must either be 
given artificial drainage with tile, or 
th® hotbed made almost on the sur- 1 
face of the ground. 
In this case th e 1 
manure should be spread in a level,) 
flat compact pile from one to two feet 
deep and several feet wider than the 
frame, which is then placed on top 
and banked on the outside with ma-! 
narc. This method, however, requires 
considerable more manure than the 
pit method. 
‘The location should be protected 
from north winds by buildings or' 
high board fences, and near to the 
house and a supply of water for con- 
vanience. 
For the frame one or one 
and a 
half inch boards are used. 
Chaetnut is very durable. The height 
on tne north side should be 12 to 1 8 1 
inches and on the 
south 
6 to 
12 
inches, thus providing a slope for the 
sash of 6 to 8 inches. 
Cross bars 
are a great convenience in moving the 
«ash. 
A board lining of the pit is I 
desirable, as it serves to support the 
frame and to conserve the heat. 
“The 
best 
heating 
material 
is 
fresh horse manure not more than ! 
half straw or litter. 
The manure 
should be thoroughly heated before * 
it is placed {n the pit by placing the 
fresh manure in a square, compact) 
pile in a protected site. When it be­ 
comes hot, repile it, working the out­ 
side of the pile into the inside of the 
second pile. 
Add warm water if the 
manure seems dry. In a day or two 
after bring turned the manure will 
lie highly heated and ready for the 
hotbed. 
This 
steaming 
manure 
should be placed in the bed in lay-! 
em, evenly distributed 
and 
firmly 
tramped, until it is 12 to 24 inches 
deep, depending upon w-hen and for 
what purpose the lied is being made. 
A layer of soil 5 to 6 inches deep is. 
then added and the sash put in place, i 
lf flats or plant boxes are used the 
soil need be only a couple inches deep. 
The bank should be banked high on 
the outside with fresh manure. 
“The temperature in the bed should 
go within 24 hours well above IOO 
degrees F. and then recede. Planting
